The inventions set forth in claims 1-7 do not 
involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1-4 
cited in the international search report. 

Claim 1 

Claims 1-3 of document 1 cited in the international 
search report discloses water- in-oil emulsion cosmetics 
containing an ester compound obtained by esterif ication of 
a polyhydric alcohol, a C8-30 straight -chain or branched 
unsaturated or hydroxy fatty acid and a C12-3 0 straight - 
chain or branched dibasic acid. Document 1 also indicates 
that the ester compound is capable of gelling highly polar 
oil, and that suitable constituents such as an oil 
fraction can be included in addition to the essential 
constituents ( [0012] and [0020] ) . 

Moreover, documents 2-4 disclose water-in-oil 
emulsion cosmetics wherein inorganic salts are included in 
the aqueous phase in order to improve aspects such as 
stability and feel (document 2, claims 1 and 3 and

paragraphs [0005] and [0010] ; document 3, claim 1 and 
paragraph [0042] ; and document 4, claims 1 and 3 and 
paragraph [0010] . 

Therefore, a person skilled in the art could easily 
conceive of investigating the inclusion of inorganic salts 
disclosed in documents 2-4 in order to improve aspects 
such as stability and feel in the invention disclosed in 
document 1; and no special effect appears to be offered 
thereby. 

Claims 2-5 

The inclusion rates of the different constituents 
are such as can be altered and optimized at the discretion 
of a person skilled in the art, and no special effect 
appears to be offered thereby. 

Claim 6 

The compounds used for esterif ication in the 
examples in document 1 are glycerol, behenic acid and 
eicosadianoic acid (paragraph [0025] ) . 

Claim 7 

Document 1 indicates that additives such as UV 
protecting agents, antioxidants, amino acids, fragrances 
and alcohol can be included (paragraph [0020] ) . 
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
